cabbage beads; 40 chickens; 61 turkeys; 900 pounds cheese ; 
927 pounds butter ; 1100 pounds pork ; 1526 pounds beef. 


We find upon careful examination that the same skillful man- 
agement which have heretofore characterized our Agent and wife, 
has been continued, as the appraisal of the large quantity and 
quality of provision on hand, raised on the farm, will testify. 

We are of the opinion that the grain, provisions, &c., are amp- 
ly sufficient for the season. 

There have been at the Alms-House during the past year, from 
seven to twelve inmates; three have left, and two have died; the 
presont number is seven.

GENTLEMEN :— 

Your Committee in compliance with his official duty, would 
respectfully submit the following brief report of the condition of our 
Schools the past year. 


No. 1.—William Balloch, Prudential Committee. Amount of 
School money, $113.96. Miss Anny M. Ausrtn of Plainfield, teach- 
er of the Summer Term. We think this teacher deserves especial 
praise, for the good discipline, thoroughness of instruction, the great- 
ly improved appearance and promptness of her school. Length of 
Sehool 17 weeks; number of scholars 25, : 

The Winter Term was taught by, Merrit F. Consy of Meriden 
The School appeared to be well managed, correctly instructed, and 
the order, deportment, and improvement was quite satisfactory, 
Length of School 12 weeks; number of scholars, 14—all boys. 


No. 2.—Elihu Pike, Prudential Committee. Amount of School 
inoney, $82 36. Miss Sarau C. Pixs teacher of the Summer ‘erm. 
This was a well conducted and profitable School. Length of Schoot 
12 weeks; number of scholars 10. 

The Winter term'was commenced by E. O. Gowarp. The teach- 
er seemed well qualified to instruct, but the order was not sufficient- 
ly strict to satisfy his employers, and he closed his School the fifth 
week. This was his first Term and with larger experience we see 
no reason why he may not become a successful teacher. The re- 
mainder of the Term was instructed by Franx C. Grux of Hartland,

Vt. The School appeared well at my visit the first of the Term, 
and have good reason to believe it was a very successful School. 
Length of School 9 weeks; number of*scholars 16.

No. 3.—D. H. Kenyon, Prudential Committee. Amount of 
School money, $54 52. Teacher of Summer Term, Miss Herren M. 
Mruter of Plainfield. This was the teacher’s first effort at teaching, 
yet the good order, improvement and appearance of the School, 
would have done credit to an older and more experienced teacher. 
Length of School 12 weeks; number of scholars 17. 

Winter Term, Miss Lucy A. Kenyon teacher. The teacher seem- 
sd to be laboring hard for the good of her School, and think some- 
thing was accumplished. A little more attention to the discipline © 
of the School would have improved its appearance. Length of 
School 12 weeks; number of scholars 22. 


No. 4.—John White, Prudential Committee. Amount of School 
money. $47 23. Teacher of the Summer and Winter Terms, Miss: 
Assy C. Harrow. Both Terms have been conducted in a judicious 
and faithful manner. The scholars have appeared quiet and order- ' 
_ ly in their deportment, interested in their studies, and have made 
good progress throughout the year. Length of School in Summer,. 
13 weeks, in Winter, 12 weeks; number of scholars 16. 

A Fall Term in this District, was taught by Racuet A. Hoox. 
This teacher possesses a happy faculty of imparting instruction, and 
without the strictest discipline, most of the scholars were much in- 
terested in their studies, and. very fair progress was manifested at 
the close of the Ferm. Length of School 6 weeks; number of 
scholars 10. 


No. 5.—Carlos I’. Huggins, Prudential Committee. Amount of 
School money $60 30. Miss Susan M. Demine teacher of the first 
Term. This was a good School. There was system in all its ar- 
rangements and movements. The classes were prompt and acurate in 
their recitations, and showed a decided progress in their studies. 
Length of School 10 weeks; number of scholars 14. 

Teacher of the Winter Term, Henry G. Strres of Windsor, Vt. 
I was not able to attend the closing examination of this School on 
account of bad traveling. The School appeared well at my first

visit, and think ‘the teacher gave universal satisfaction to his em- 
ployers. Length of School 10 weeks. 


No, 6.—Dr.8. Hardy, Prudential Committee. Amount of money 
$176 72. Principal department, Summer Term, Orrve W. Ranp 
of Warner, teacher. The teacher was a thorough scholar and pos- 
sessed a happy faculty of presenting to her scholars all subjects con- 
nected with a common school education, in a clear, interesting and 
efficient manner. ‘The interests of the School, however, were muck 
damaged by tardiness, and inconstant attendance of the scholars. 
The School appeared well at the close, and those who had been most 
regular in their attendance had made good progress in their studies. 
Length of School 12 weeks; number of scholars 26. 


Primary department, Summer and Winter Terms, Miss Bretiz H. 
Lewis of Claremont, teacher. Miss Lewis discharged her duties to 
this School in an energetic, efficient, and successful manner. “The 
scholars have appeare# orderly in their behavior, lively and prompt 
in their recitation, and haye made excellent progress throughout the 
year. This is one of our most interesting Schools. Length of 
School in Summer, 13 wecks, in Winter, 12. weeks; number of 
scholars in Summer, 31, in Winter, 28. 

Principal department, Winter Term, was taught by Francis W. 
Lewis of Claremont. There appeared to be a lack of energy and 
promptness in this School, yet the teacher seemed careful and cor- 
rect in his instructions, and the School made very fair progress in 
the studies persued. Length of School 12 weeks; number of schol- 
ars 37. 


! No. 7.—Ariel K. Wood, Prudential Committee. Amount of 
School money $90 40. Teacher of the Summer Term, Miss Sarau 
H. Wyman, one of our most experienced and successful teachers, 
who performed her duties to the School with interest and faithful- 
ness. Her classes all appeared well, and showed decided progress 
in their studies. Great pains had been taken with the classes in 
reading and writing, subjects too much neglected in most of our 
schools. It was pleasing to hear so good an exercise in singing, by 
all the School. Length of Sehool 12 weeks; number of scholars 
al.

The Winter Term was commenced by W. H. Cutty, who, finding 
that he failed to satisfy a large portion of his employers, left the 
School. The teacher appeared able and faithful, and the scholars 
quiet and studious, when visited. The remainder of the Term, 6 
weeks, was taught by Euczns Lewis of Claremont.

bors. Ihave never attended « more interesting examination, or 
one displaying better management, or more decided progress.

the tardiness and inconstant attendance of the scholars in some, and. _ 
in a few, want of more efficient discipline. On the whole, howevs ~~~ _ 


er, we have good reasons to be assured that the educational inter- 


ests of our town have been in a prosperous condition, the past year> 


The Progressive Speller has been introduced and is now used in. 


all of our Schools, excepting in Districts No. 1 and 7, and a part 


of the School in No. 11, and it is very desirable that the change be 
made in these Schools as soon as possible. More umiformity is 
necessary and much needed, in our text books in Grammar. There 


will soon be a call for change in Arithmetics, and when a change is 


made, it is very desirable that it be made in all the Schools at the 
same time. In two of our most advanced classes, Haton’s Nationak 
Arithmetic has been used the past Winter. 


The citizens of District No. 5 haye showed their interest in the 


 eause of education very effectually the past year, by thoroughly re- 


pairing their School house. They now have a neat, comfortable 


and pleasant School house, and quite well adapted to the wants of 


the District. 

Better School houses in Districts No.1, 3,.and 10, we think 
would tell quite as well for the enterprise and philanthropy of those 
Districts, as the “ excellent specimens of departed usefulness” they 
now occupy. 


- There has been a large increase in the number of visits made to 
our Schools the past year, and it has been pleasant to meet so many 
of the citizens at the examination of their Schools. This is as it 
should be, for in this way parents may learn whether their children 
are doing well or ill, and be led to co-operate and sympathize with 
the teacher, and assist in every laudable undertaking to benefit the 
School. Indifference tends only to chill the zeal of the scholar and 
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
